U. S. MAY RECEIVE 


WHEAT FROM CHINA 


[SFECIAE. TO THE GAZETTE.] 


Changchun, Manchuria, Sept. 29.— 
Mmicliurian and Siberian wheat prob-' 
ably will be exported to America to 
replace American wheat shipped to 
the entente allies in Europe. Because 
of the lack of locomotives and cars 
it Is impossible to send the wheat 
surplus irorn eastern Asia into Euro- 
pean Russia. At scores of railway 
stations in Siberia and Manchuria 
sacks of wheat only slightly protected 
by temporary sheds are rapidly de- 
teriorating. 
Agents of the United States gov- 
ernment have been inspecting the 
wheat and soy beans which are await- 
ing transportation, and it is probable 
that the wheat and 
beans 
within 
reasonable distance of tidewater will 
be diverted to America. 
There are many flour mills in Si- 
beria and Manchuria. European Rus- 
sia lacks filling facilities. Plans are 
under consideration 
for the removal 
of some ol the mills from western 
Siberia to centers in southern Russia, 
where large quantities of wheat are 
available.

termined at Chicago Meeting 


Says Local 
Man. 


Denying flatly some of the charges 
made against the Milk Proiuucers' as- 
sociation by-.Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral Wiikerson of Illinois, and dis- 
puting the accuracy and seriousness 
of. other charges, members of the lo- 
cal association today .outlined their 
stand as being not only within the 
rights of law, but essential to the fu- 
tutv production of milk. 
In the opinion of large local pro- 
ducers formed only after a cjjrgful in- 
vestigation arid study of thercost' of 
producing milk, 'a<price of $3.12 is not 
only reasonable-but allows practically 
no profit to the'farmer. It was agreed 


, at a meeting of the officers of the lo- 
i ca.1 association last evening that tfiey 
' could-sell their .cowa now 'for beef, 
stop all milking and if prices hold ai= 
they are now, would be money ahead 
at the end of the year. Cost of pro- 
duction was estimated following^ in- 
vestigations by P. O. .Peterson, gradu- 
ate ol the state ' university*,-superin- 
tendent of one of the largest dairy 
farms in the .^southern part of the 
state, and recommended to the asso- 
ciation for cow tester as one of the 
best dairymen in the'atate; and com- 
putations of actual figures are said to 
have given a cost of '•$3;4r:Va per 100. 
This was the 
price ' offered at tho 
price-fixing meeting in Chicago as the 
vote of the local association. At this 
rate no profit would be realized and 
with the price settled at $3.42 but half 
a cent a hundred would be the profit to 
producers.' 
In answer to the charge that the 
price was fixed arbitrarily by mere 
guess work at the Chicago meeting,

Deserters Turned Over to Au- 


thorities at Camp. 


Fifty dollars reward will be given 
by the government for the delivery 
of any d-eserter to the nearest army 
camp or post. 
Notice of this offer 
was received, by the secretary of the 
local exemption board in a telegram 
from Provost Marshal General Crow- 
der as one 
step in the ' federal ef- 


forts to round up all would-be dodg- 
ers of the draft. 
Any person who fails to report to 
his local ifaard for 'military service 
at the time specified in hw .order to 
report is a 
deserter. 
Similarly 
a. 
person who fails to; report for mili- 
tary service to the adjutant general 
of the state fty the date specified in 
the order of the adjutant g-eneral to 
him is a deserter. 
The offering of a fifty dollar re- 
ward is intended to build up a great 
force of police officers and of indi- 
viduals who are interested in bring- 
ing to justice any deserter. 
If after I 
these persons 
are brought 
to the i 
military authorities it appears that 
their delinquency is not wilful, thev 
will be forwarded to a mobilization 
camp and their local board 
will be 
given, credit.

it appears that the man was a real 
deserter, he will be prosecuted be- 
fore court martial as such.
